¢ The East Jordan School Board approved a recom- 
mendation by the Facility Review Committee to 
request a 3.25-mill bond issue for a new middle 
school and renovations to existing school buildings, 
and set the vote for March 20. 

* The East Jordan City Council began the search for 
an interim city superintendent replacing Bob Johnson, 
who stepped down at the end of 1994. William G. 
Hughes, an East Jordan transplant from California, 
was contracted to fill the post. 

* The annual East Jordan Chamber of Commerce 
Sno-Blast provided family entertainment and fun, 
and attracted many visitors to the area. Jake Ryan and 
Mandy Reid were named the Winter Knight and Belle 
of the Blizzard, while East Jordan native Bruce Wood- 
cock served as Grand Marshall. 

¢ The Antrim County Road Commission, along 
with county law enforcement agencies agreed to 
allow snowmobiles to travel the plowed shoulders of 
roads within the county. The resolution took effectas 
soon as appropriate signage was in place.

* A series of actions by Jordan Township Board 
members led to the filing of recall petitions by a 
group of angry voters. The petitions, approved for a 
vuie on June 29, called for ousting township super- 
visor Joseph Haney. Sr., clerk Leona Stanck, and 
trustee Lucille Lercel for “re-appointing two mem- 
bers to the township tax board of review whose 
actions caused an unfair distribution of the tax bur- 
den; and disregard of the wishes and opinions of 
township citizens.” 

* With the retirement of curriculum director Anne 
Dingman, the East Jordan Schoo! District moved to 
realign her duties between several positions aiming 
save money and work more effectively. 

¢ A proposed city charter was presented to the city 
council by charter commission members. The com- 
pleted document was approved by the state and 
placed on an April 24 ballot for voter approval. 

¢ A vision of an improved downtown area was 
presented to the city council by members of the 
Downtown Development Authority (DDA). Spe- 
cific proposals for changes were developed later in 
the year. _ 

* Under the leadership of interim city superinten- 
dent William Hughes, a master plan for city recre- 
ation facilities was implemented, 

¢ Former East Jordan High School coach Ed Bur- 
rows was inducted into the Michigan High School 
Association Tennis Coaches Hall of Famc, along 
with one of his former EJHS students, Chuck Reed.

« Efforts to protect the lower Jordan River under 
Michigan’s Natural Rivers Act gained momentum 
when John Richter, representing the Friends of the 
Jordan River Watershed (FOJ), received an en- 
dorsement from ‘the city in seeking the protected 
status.

DNR advises: 


observe snowmobile 
safety guidelines 


The Department of Natural Resources Law Enforce- 
ment Division advises snowmobilers to enjoy Michigan’s 
winter wonderland safely by observing these important 
guidelines: slow down, don’t drink, and stay off the 
roadway. 

Modern snowmobiles are capable of high speeds far 
beyond the abilities of an operator to react in order to 
avoid an accident. During the 1994-95 snowmobile 
season, 18 snowmobile fatalities were reported to the 
DNR. Of these 18 fatalities, more than 50 percent were 
documented as resulting from excessive speed, alcohol 
or operating on the roadway. 

For safe and enjoyable snowmobiling, observe these 
safety guidelines: 

+« Always keep your machine in top mechanical condi- 
tion. Mechanical failures can cause accidents or leave 
you stranded in severe weather. 

+ Always wear protective clothing, including a hel- 
met, eye protection, gloves, and insulated boots. 

+ Avoid crossing frozen bodies of water, but if you 


must travel on ice with a group, don’t ride single file. 


Instead, take different routes across the ice. Then if one 
snowmobile falls through, the others are less likely to 
fall in as well. 

* Always be alert to avoid fences and low-strung 
wires, which can cause serious injuries. Avoid depres- 
sions in the snow, which can hide deep holes or drop- 
offs. 

» Never operate on a street or highway. This is danger- 
ous, and prohibited by state law. 

* Keep headlights and taillights on at all times, to see 
where youre going and to let others see you. This is also 
required by state law. 

* When approaching an intersection, always come to 
acomplete stop, stand up and look and listen for oncom- 
ing traffic. 

« Always check the weather before you leave, and 
don’t go out in weather that compromises driving safety 
or is dangerously cold. 

* Always tell someone where you're going and when 
you'll be back. Never ride alone.

Precautions help prevent home fires 


Fires increased 18 percent in Michigan last year, 
killing 246 persons — including 73 children ages 1-9. 

Residential fires represented 55 percent of these fa- 
talities, claiming 136 lives throughout Michigan in 
1994. Fortunately, home fires can often be prevented by 
targeting the most frequent causes, AAA Michigan 
reports. Last year, the top three “areas of origin” were 
the kitchen (20.8 percent), bedroom (13.9 percent) and 
living room (8.4 percent). Residents can take some 
precautions to prevent fires in these key areas. 

Kitchen - “Never leave cooking food unattended, and 
never set potholders or other combustibles on the stove,” 
advises AAA Michigan Community Safety Services 
Manager Jerry Basch. Other advice: 


* Keep the stove top and oven clean. Grease and other 


food residues can catch fire. 

¢ Wear short or close-fitting sleeves when cooking. 

Loose clothing can dangle onto stove burners and catch 

fire. Always use oven mitts or potholders. 

* Keep flammable objects clear of the stove. Potholders, 

dish towels, and curtains may catch fire if they come in 

contact with hot burners. 

* Turn pot handles in to prevent burns and stove-top 

fires. A pot handle sticking out over the edge of the stove 

can be bumped in passing or grabbed by a child. 
Bedroom - “Install smoke detectors outside each 


sleeping area,” Basch says, adding residents should 
sleep with bedroom doors closed to slow the spread of 
smoke and fumes. Residents should never smoke in bed. 

“Even a lightweight hollow-core door delays a fire. 
giving everyone more time to escape,” he emphasizes. 
“Additional detectors can be installed inside each bed- 
room if the closed doors prevent hearing the alarms.” 
* Make sure there are two clear exits from each room and 
that everyone knows these escape routes and has prac- 
ticed using them. 

Living Area - “Smoking materials are a leading cause 
of home fire fatalities,” notes Basch. “Smokers should 
always use large, heavy, non-spill ashtrays.” Other 
advise: 

* Don’t let ashtrays become so full that hot ashes might 
spill. 

« Wet cigarette ashes before dumping them into a waste- 
basket. 

* Before going to sleep or leaving home, check furniture 
for cigarettes or ashes. 

To help educate the public on fire safety, AAA Michi- 
gan offers a “Planning for Home Fire Emergencies” 
brochure which discusses smoke detectors, home exit 
fire drills and other fire safety tips. A copy may be 
obtained by contacting AAA Michigan Community 
Safety Services, (313) 336-1410.

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Income tax forms due in mail soon 


Taxpayers will begin receiving their 
tax booklets and forms (MI-1040 and 
MI-1040EZ) the second week in Janu- 
ary according to the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Treasury. Over 4 million in- 
come tax forms will be mailed this year. 

The 1995 MI-1040 form contains 
several changes from previous years. 
Among the changes are: 

« the income tax rate has been lowered 
from 4.47 to 4.4 percent 

* the personal exemption has been in- 
creased from $2,100 to $2,400 

* the 1995 Headlee Amendment Re- 
fund will lower income tax liability by 
2 percent 


BUSINESS 


* the pension and annuity income de- 
duction has been increased 
* there is a new College Tuition Credit 
for tuition and fees paid to eligible 
universities and colleges 
¢ the interest and dividend income de- 
duction for seniors has been increased. 
Taxpayers will no longer have the 
option of applying the Home Heating 
Credit to income tax due on the MI- 
1040 form. Decisions are pending on 
the federal budget and how much fed- 
eral aid will be available to fund the 
Home Heating Credit. Once those deci- 
sions are made in Washington, eligible 
individuals should file a Home Heating 


Credit form separately from the MI- 
1040 form. 

The Department of Treasury recom- 
mends that, to ensure prompt process- 
ing of returns and refunds, taxpayers 
remember to: 

* file early 

« check returns for errors 

* use the pre-printed mailing label (if it 
is correct) when submitting their re- 
turn.

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Caution urged when walking or fishing on ice 


Many bodies of water are now cov- 
ered with ice, but this ice may not be 
thick enough to support a person’s 
weight. Those planning to go out on the 
ice are advised to use caution. _ 

The unusually cold November and 
early December weather was accompa- 
nied by heavy snowfall in many areas 
of the state, creating ice-covered bodies 
of water with slushy snow on top. Heavy 
snow cover insulates ice and prevents it 
from freezing as evenly and as quickly 
as it would without the snow. Snow 
cover is also deceptive and makes it 
difficult to evaluate the ice. 

Specific bodies of water can also pose 
special safety considerations. Pressure 
cracks are common hazards on ice cover 
along the bays of the Great Lakes. Wind 
and wave action in the open waters far 
offshore cause movement of the ice 
which results in large cracks, some of 
whichrun for miles across the ice. Com- 
bined with windy conditions. pressure 
cracks can set large “sheets” of ice 
adrift, along with any anglers who may 
be on them. 

Many ice anglers ask the question.

“How thick is the ice?” when evaluat- 
ing whether or not to venture out. Rely- 
ing simply on thickness is dangerous, 
because the quality of ice varies greatly 
from one body of water to another. 
Recent weather conditions can affect 
how solidly the ice freezes, or whether 
ithas been weakened by repeated thaw- 
ing and freezing. The size of the body of 
water is also important: ice will form 
far more rapidly on a small, shallow 
farm pond than it will on a river, deep 
inland lake or bay of the Great Lakes. 

Here are some useful tips and safety 
guidelines for walking or fishing on 
ice: 

* Before venturing out onto the ice, 
check with local sources such as bait 
and tackle shops for the most up-to- 
date information on ice conditions. 

* Don’t go out alone! Let someone 
‘know where your group will be and 
when you plan to return. 

«Be especially cautious early and late 
in the winter season when ice thickness 
isunpredictable due to temperature fluc- 
tuations. 

« Be especially wary of river ice, as it

+ Wear a personal flotation device. 
Also, carry a couple of large nails anda 


length of lightnylon rope. If you should 


go through the ice, the nails could help 


provide a grip on the slippery surface 


and aid in getting out. 


«If you do break through the ice, try 
not to panic. Remember to turn toward 
the direction you came from — toward 
the ice that supported you. Use the nails 
or your hands to gain a hold on the 
unbroken surface of the ice, and ad- 
vance by kicking your feet.
